Grand Army Newe. 


WASMIWOTOH, September 22.—The flrit 


business of to-day's session of the Grand 
Army of tht Republic encampment was the 
report of the committee to determine the 
question of seniority departments, affectiog 
Illinois and Wisconsin, neither of wbioh is 
in posstsiioQ of a charter. 
Wisconsin 


claims the seniority should be determined 
by the date of the department encampment. 
Illinois says ths statement of R. F. Strphen- 
son, the founder of the order, sbonld de 
oide. The matter was finally referred to a 
new oommitUe to report next year. 
The 


report recommended the adoption of the 
suggestion that the per capita tax for tbe 
grand encampment purposes be limited to 
two and a naif cents. Tba Committee on 
Rales reported on a number of topics and 
tbe recommendations adopted qaestion the 
abolishing of life membership in the na- 
tional encampment earns up. The D^a 
ment of Ohio recommended that past 
national and State commanders be given 
seats as honorary members without votes 


When tbe election of officers was taken 


op by the Grand Army encampment to-day 
Colonel Lincoln of tbe Department of tbe 
Potomac mado a brief speech, recognizing 
the sentiment in favor of Weissert and 
withdrawing bis own 
name. 
General 


Weissert was then formally placed in nom- 
ination, as was also General Hurst of Ohio. 
Before the roll oall proceeded far, Hursts' 
name was withdrawn and Weissert was 
elected by acclamation. 


The election of a 
Senior Vice Com- 


mander started np again the factional fight 
in tbe Department of the Potomac and 
and after a warm controversy the matter 
was settled by tbe election of B. H. Wnr- 
Beld of San Francisco, thus breaking the 
precedent by which that office is given to 
the department entertaining tbe national 
enoamptment. 
For Junior Vice Com- 


mander tv'.er B. Ayers of 
Wilmington, 


Delft., and Comrade Kennedy of California 
and others were placed in nomination, 
Ayers being selected. 
Tba other officer* 


elected are as follows: 
Surgeon General, 


W. C. Weyle of Connecticut, and Chaplain, 
B. Lowell of Kansas. Among the matters 
favorably reported by the Comssittee en 
Besolntions and adopted were the com- 
manding order 
of Commander-in-Obief 


Palmer forbidding any G. A. B. post to 
to march under a Confederate flag, de- 
claring it Inexpedient for a national en- 
campment, and express an opinion on tbe 
subject of opening tba World's Fair or 
Sunday. 
After the installation of the new 


officers and the adoption of tbe usual reso- 
lutions of thanks the new Commander-in- 
Chief assumed the gavel and declared the 
Twenty-sixth Annual Encampment ad- 
journed sine die. 
General Weissert de- 


cided to name E, D. Gray of Milwaukee 
(or Adjutant General on tbe Staff. 


The leading event this week in honor of 


the Grand Army was the grand reception 
to the members of tbe National Encamp- 
ment given by the citizens to-mgbt in the 
court of the pension office building, whiob 
was handsomely decorated and illuminated. 
The Marine Band rendered a delightful 
programme daring the evening, and the 
Choral Society of Washington sang several 
patriotit songs, the whole audience joining 
in 
the 
ohorue, 
"Marching 
through 


Georgia." 


Vice President Morton, who took the 


President's place, delivered a neat apeeeh 
of welcome, paying graceful compliment to 
ths official representatives of the armies of 
be republic, "that dariag the dark hours 
of the cation's trial they followed our 
glorious flag until it waved in triumph in 
every State, with no star effaced."

I can keep 
my whale in the harbor here while my 
tank is building, and in the spring star/ 
for Chicago.

France. The Germans were indignant 
at his uncalled for insults to their ruler, 
which had probably been got up for the 
sympathetic Paris stage. Whou Durow 
stepped out of the train at the Fried- 
richsstraase station in Berlin, he was 
courteously informed by the police that 
he would have to accompany them to 
the Moabit prison on a charge of "ma- 
jestats beleicliyung.''—Pall Mall Gazette.
